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GREAT EVOLUTION IN 
COAST STEEL BUSINESS 

Work on Huge Contract Carried on Suc¬ 
cessfully Here, Marking New 
Industrial Epoch. 

The Pacific Coast Steel Company is now enjoying the distinction of 
having secured one of the largest contracts in its history, and the work is 
being successfully carried on at the South San Francisco plant here. 

The circumstances under which the contract was obtained reveal the 
fact that the local plant is rapidly forging ahead as one of the nation’s lead- i 
ing steel centers. j 

The contract is for high-pressure boiler staybolts for government work. 
The order is of such size that it will take the plant between three and four 
months, running at full capacity, to turn out the requisite work. 

The specifications are so unusually severe and the inspection under the 
contract so rigid that the great steel manufacturers in the East were timid 
about accepting the order. 

For several months difficulties were evinced in awarding the contract 
because of the drastic terms. | 

Realizing the importance of the contract in connection with establishing 
itself permanently in the steel world in the first ranks, the Pacific Coast j 
Steel Company decided to undertake the task which other concerns were not 
inclined to tackle because of the great risk involved. 

Since last Wednesday the work under the contract has been carried on i 
with more than ordinary success at the plant under the direction of Works j 
Manager N. A. Becker. 

Mr. G. L. Connelly, noted steel expert, is at the head of a corps of in- I 
spectors hero to see that the unusual specifications in the manufacture of i 
the boiler steel are being lived up to. 

Mr. Connelly, who just arrived from New York after having been in 
Mexico on oificial business, declares that the steel already fabricated at the 
Soutli San Francisco ffiant has proved to be exceptionally good and fully 
meets the requirement of the specifications and is superior than any passed 
on by him in the eastern mills. 

“This speaks well for the Pacific Coast Steel Company’s plant,” con- i 
eluded Connelly, who is more than delighted with the dispatch in which the 
contract is being carried out. 

Mr. Becker, who has the extraordinarily difficult task of bearing the 
burdens of responsibility for the successful completion of the huge order, 
when interviewed at the plant stated: 

“The plant is at present handling one of the largest contracts ever re¬ 
ceived at the steel works here. The contract is for government work, which 
has ordered thousands of thousands of tons of high-pressure boiler staybolts. 
The government inspection is so rigid under the contract that the plants in 
the East did not care to accept it. Boiler steel must be of exceptionally high 
grade to stand the strain that it is subjected to. The companies declined the 
order because of the rigid inspection. For about three months unsuccessful 
efforts were made to award the contract until the Pacific Coast Steel Com- j 
pany decided to undertake the task. The contract means a great deal to ! 
South San Francisco. We started work last Wednesday, and it will take j 
about three or four months to finish the order.” 

DEFER CONSOLIDATION ELECTION 

County Must Wait for 1919 Vote

Settlement of tile disputed questions In the San Mateo-San Francisco j 
consolidation controversy lias been effected. Compromise measures were 
favorably passed out of the assembly constitutional amendment committee j 
as the amendments proposed by Assemblyman Frank L. Ekswurd avid Senator 
M. B. Johnson for the protection of the borough under the greater San Fran- j 
cisco plan. • 

That this should be done was conceded by the San Francisco representa- j 
tives of the conference held this week to reach an adjustment of the situa-1 
tion. These were Supervisor Edward I. Wolfe and Assistant City Attorney 
J. F. English. City Attorney A. H. Kedington of Hillsborough appeared for 
San Mateo. After the matter had been thoroughly canvassed he agreed that 
the San Francisco enabling act should lie carried without further opposition. 

There were some amendments to the act decided upon which will leave 
it inoperative until after the voters liuvc ratitied the borough amendments. 
These guarantee that once a borough shall have been organized under the 
consolidated city and county it can never be changed without the consent of 
the borough itself. 

These amendments will be submitted to the voters of the state at the 
general election in November, 1918. The full effect of the compromise is to 
postpone action on the consolidation project until after the election. 

“it was demonstrated that the opposition to consolidation was genuinely 
extensive in the county,” said Attorney English. “But we got together after 
much debate, and now 1 am satisfied the thing will work out, perhaps not so 
soon as we had planned, but in a satisfactory way. There were concessions 
all round that have cleared up the situation. 

“I feel that this conference will mean the breaking down of any organ¬ 
ized opposition to consolidation and thut when the time comes there will be 
no question of the success of the greateY San Francisco program.” 


SITES VALUED 
AT MILLION! 


NOTED STEEL ENGINEER 
REVIEWS CITY'S WORTH 


G. L. Connelly, famous New 
York engineer, who has just ar¬ 
rived in South San Francisco at 
the head of a corps of inspectors 
to observe the progress of the 
work in connection with the 
huge contract for high-pressure 
boiler steel now being carried 
on at the Pacific Coast Steel 
Company’s plant here, is an en¬ 
thusiastic Peninsula booster. 
When interviewed, he said: 
“There are no industrial sites 
like this in the east. The sites 
along San Francisco bay and 
especially Soutli San Francisco 
cannot be equaled the world 
over. The geographical situa¬ 
tion is ideal.” 

Seated in the office of the steel 
plant, overlooking South San 
Francisco’s industrial center, 
Connelly waved his hand, and, 
pointing to the sites, said: “The 
property is worth millions.” 

Turning to the representative 
of The Enterprise, he ex¬ 
claimed: “Industrial conditions 
here are wonderful. The fac¬ 
tories are in the heart of every¬ 
thing. The men and their fami¬ 
lies can go to the beaches. They 
can enjoy the luxuries of theatre 
and cafe practically right in 
their midst at a very reasonable 
cost. In the east and middle 
west, most industrial centers 
are far away from the 
good things in life. There is 
little fun to be had. In addition 
to the social advantages here, 
the climate is the goods. I’m 
strong for California, and even 
when the big steel job is com¬ 
pleted I hope to be able to stay 
here and settle down in a cozy 
Peninsula bungalow with Mrs. 
Connelly.” 

The steel expert has traveled 
in various parts of the United 
States and Mexico during the 
last year on official business, 
inspecting the fabrication of 
steel in many gigantic contracts. 

Connelly is particularly de¬ 
lighted with the work of the Pa¬ 
cific Coast Steel Company, and 
declared that the local plant 
turns out steel of exceedingly 
high grade quality. He states 
that the South San Francisco 
plant has a wonderful future, 
and has high words of praise 
for Works Manager Becker, 
whom he declares is the right 
man in the right place. 

“And on top of knowing the 
business,” concluded Connelly, 
“Becker is a good fellow, which 
by the way is a combination 
hard to beat.”

Snappy Trimmings. 

M ushroom gravy.— rut a pint 

of peeled mushrooms into a 
small saucepan with a few slices 
of fat bacon or a lump of butter, just 
as you prefer. Brown until they stick 
to tlie bottom. Be very careful not to 
scorch. Stir in a tablespoonful of flour, 
add a pint of broth and let simmer five 
minutes. A little lemon juice may be 
added if desired. 

Boiled Salad Dressing.—Mix together 
one teaspoonful of mustard, two tea 
spoonfuls of salt, one-quarter of a tea 
spoonful of celery salt, a dash of cay¬ 
enne, one-eighth of a teaspoonful of 
white pepper, two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar and one tablespoonful of flour. 
Add by degrees the beaten yolks of 
three eggs and two tablespoonfuls of 
olive oil, fold in the stiffly beaten 
whites, then add one cupful of milk 
or cream, and last of all one-half cup 
ful of Hot vinegar. Turn into a double 
boiler and cook to tlie consistency of 
soft custard, stirring constantly. 

Oyster Dressing.—One cupful cracker 
crumbs, one-quarter cupful melted but¬ 
ter, oue-half teaspoonful salt, one- 
eighth teaspoonful pepper, one and one- 
half teaspoonfuls lemon Juice, oue-half 
tablespoonful finely chopped parsley, 
ouo cupful oysters. Add seasoning and 
butter to cracker crumbs. Clean oys¬ 
ters and remove tough muscles; add 
soft parts to mixture with two table- 
spoonfuls oyster liquor to moisten. 

Chestnut Sauce.—Cook two table 
spoonfuls of flour in two tablespoon¬ 
fuls of butter and add gradually 
one and one-half cupfuls of white 
stock; stir until smooth and thick, sea¬ 
son with one-quarter teaspoonful of 
salt, one-eighth teaspoonful of paprika 
and one teaspoouful of tomato ketchup, 
then add one cupful of boiled chestnuts 
pressed through a sieve and cook five 
minutes over boiling water.

The board of supervisors met in 
regular session Monday, March 19th, 
at 10 a. m., there being present Dr. 
C. V. Thompson (presiding), Thomas 
L. Hickey, William H. Brown, John 
MacBain and Joseph M. Francis. 

The minutes ,of the meetings of 
March 5t.h and 12th were read and 
approved. 

Supervisor Hickey addressed the 
board in behalf of a particularly 
needy family at Daly City. The 
family is now receiving county aid 
in the sum of $8 a month. On motion 
of Supervisor Hickey, seconded by 
Supervisor Francis, this allowance 
was increased to $18 a month. 

On motion of Supervisor Brown, 
seconded by Supervisor Hickey, 
county aid in the sum of $8 a month 
was granted a person in destitute 
circumstances living at San Mateo. 

Similar action was taken in the case 
of a person in ill-health, living in 
Redwood City, on motion of Super¬ 
visor MacBain, seconded by Super¬ 
visor Hickey. 

A communication was received from 
the clerk of the city of South San 
Francisco, asking what disposition 
had been made of the contract for 
that part of the Mission road adjoin¬ 
ing South San Francisco, and also the 
lighting contract for the same road 
that had been accepted by the board 
during the month of December, 1916. 

On motion of Supervisor Hickey, 
seconded by Supervisor Brown, the 
clerk was directed to communicate 
with the city clerk of South San 
Francisco and notify him that the 
road contract was in the hands of 
the supervisor of the first district, 
having been referred to him at a 
previous meeting. 

E. H. Florence, district manager of 
the Pacific Gas and Electric Company, 
stated that the reason the contract 
had not been carried out and the elec¬ 
tric lights installed was on account 
of the road being outside the Colma 
lighting district. It was thereupon 
ordered, on motion of Supervisor 
Hickey, seconded by Supervisor Mac¬ 
Bain, that the contract with the gas 
and electric company be canceled. 

On motion of Supervisor Hickey, 
seconded by Supervisor Brown, a 
renewal of state aid was granted in 
the case of four half-orphan children 
at San Bruno. 

Miss Anne Bell Bailey, county 
librarian, submitted her report, show¬ 
ing expenditures for the month of 
February of $282.55. 

J. R. Eubanks, superintendent of 
the county farm and hospital, sub¬ 
mitted his report, showing that he 
cared for 68 inmates during Febru¬ 
ary, seven of whom had been dis¬ 
charged and two died. 

On motion of Supervisor Hickey, 
seconded by Supervisor Francis, it 
was ordered that state aid hereto¬ 
fore allowed the children of a widow 
living in the first township be dis¬ 
continued on account of the mother 
having remarried. 

Supervisor Hickey brought up the 
matter of the contract for the street 
and sidewalk work in Lomita Park 
that had been awarded about a month 
ago to E. H. Sundberg and which had 
not yet been started. The clerk in¬ 
formed the board that the reason of 
the delay was on account of the 
failure of the attorney for the im¬ 
provement district to publish the 
notice of award of contract and to 
complete ether matters in connection 
with the proceedings. 

The matter was turned over to Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Swart and Surveyor 
Neuman to straighten out. 

The clerk submitted a report in 
cbnnection with the claim of Hensley, 
Green & Co. for the rent of the San 
Bruno jail, showing by the minutes 
of the board that the supervisors 
had agreed to share the use of the 
building with the municipality. The 
claim had been held up by the board 
on the ground that the jail had been 
used for some time by the city of 
San Bruno. No further action was 
taken in the matter. 

On motion of Supervisor MacBain, 
seconded by Supervisor Brown, it 
was ordered that the claims of the 
supervisors for expenses incurred in 
going to the supervisors’ convention 
at Sacramento be referred to the dis¬ 
trict attorney for his opinion.

Controversies in the Legislature May 
Endanger the Whole Project.

Whether the people of this city and 
those of part or all of San Mateo 
county desire to consolidate into one 
municipality no one can know until 
the question is put to vote. It is cer¬ 
tain that a great many residents of 
each of the areas concerned .very 
earnestly desire the consolidation. 

But there has grown up in the 
legislature a conflict over details be¬ 
tween the representatives of this and 
San Mateo county which endangers 
the whole project. The people of 
each section will naturally tend to 
support their representatives, and 
feeling will he engendered which may 
postpone a desirable accomplishment 
for years. 

And In this case it is folly not to 
recognize that the officials who have 
represented this city in the negotia¬ 
tions were not elected by the people 
with special reference to this service, 
nor was that considered in electing 
our legislative delegation. It is much 
more of an "issue” in San Mateo 
county than witli us, and the assem¬ 
blyman from that county is more 
likely to represent public sentiment 
on this particular question than those 
from this county. 

The hitter fight which invariably 
develops in the legislature over ques¬ 
tions of this kind should have long 
ago taught us to permit by general 
law any two or more contiguous com¬ 
munities to consolidate on any terms 
satisfactory to hotli or all, the state 
having first safeguarded all those in¬ 
ti rests which it is the duty of the 
state to conserve. 

The law should provide the proper 
procedure, which should begin by the 
election in each jurisdiction of com¬ 
missioners specially chosen to rep¬ 
resent their communities on that par¬ 
ticular question. Such commissioners, 
informed as to public sentiment, 
would he most likely to agree upon 
terms acceptable to both communities, 
and, therefore, ratified by the people. 

And the quicker this is recognized 
the better it will be for the state.

M. Morris, arrested in San Mateo 
by Chief of Police McComb a year 
ago after he had passed several bogus 
checks and had made an attempt to 
dispose of several more at Levy Bros.’ 
department store, was in the South San 
Francisco hospital on the brink of 
death.
